Bloomberg Politics 
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(7/20, Strohm) reports Attorney General Lynch told reporters Wednesday that 
amid two recent ‘deadly ambushes and increased tensions between law 
enforcement and the communities they serve,’ police ‘feel like they are 
‘under siege.” 

The Washington Post 
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(7/20, Wootson) interviews IACP president Terry Cunningham who says, ‘I saw 
a bulletin that came out yesterday ... encouraging officers not to eat in 
restaurants because it makes you a public target.” Cunningham added, ‘You 
can’t operate under that condition all the time, especially in the half an 
hour that [police] go to get a sandwich or a cup of coffee. This just adds 
to that cumulative stress that they’re under. It’s a sad, sad commentary.” 


DOJ Issues Bulletin Warning To Law Enforcement About Street Gangs Targeting 
Officers. 


ABC News 
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(7/20, Margolin) reports DOJ’s National Gang Intelligence Center issued a 
warning bulletin to law enforcement that suggests ‘the general anger 
towards police could now be morphing into an organized effort to target 
both uniformed and plain-clothes officers - especially by street gangs.” 

The Bulletin says gang members have issued ‘multiple threats of violence 
towards LEOs via social media,” and there has been a rise in threats and 
attacks on law enforcement officers since the attack in Dallas. 

IACP In The News 


Recent Attacks May Stall Reform Efforts. 
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(7/20) reports recent attacks on law enforcement may have the effect of 
hindering reform efforts, with many officers feeling bitter, angry, and 
unappreciated by the citizens they protect and serve. However, IACP 



president Terry Cunningham is urging conversations to continue, saying, 

“Look, if we can’t move closer so that we can continue to have these 
conversations, it’s gonna mean that more police officers are gonna die out 
there.” Cunningham added that he appreciates the recent support and 
acknowledgment from President Obama. In particular, Cunningham appreciated 
the line, “[W]e can no longer ask you to solve issues we refuse to address 
as a society,” from the President’s open letter to law enforcement. The NPR 
article notes, ‘Just as Black Lives Matter wants police to acknowledge the 
reality of racism, police want them to acknowledge that the system is about 
a lot more than just cops.”

Report: Baton Rouge Gunman Belonged To Several Separatist Groups. 

According to the Washington Times 
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{7/20, Gertz), a report by private contractor Symbol Intelligence Group 
shows that Gavin Long - who fatally shot three police officers and wounded 
three others in Baton Rouge on July 17 - “was part of a black 
anti-government movement called the Moorish Nation." Long was also a member 
of several other similar groups, including the Washitaw Nation, New Freedom 
Group, National of Islam, and Freedom from Covert Harassment and 
Surveillance. The report indicates that Long changed his name last year to 
Cosmo Ausar Setepenra, which “has origins in ancient Egypt, which is 
consistent with Washitaw National beliefs that combine sovereign citizen 
ideas with Pan-African and Egyptian ideologies." 


Europol: Deaths From Terrorism Skyrocket In Europe. 

TheAP 
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(7/20, Corder) reports Europol on Wednesday released a report finding that 
151 people died from terrorist attacks in Europe in 2015, up from only four 
the previous year, as the agency warned that ISIL “may ‘put more emphasis 
on operations abroad’ as a Western military alliance puts it under pressure 
in Syria and Iraq.” The report said six EU nations faced a total of 211 
failed, foiled, or successful terrorist attacks, with all but one of the 
fatalities resulting from Jihadi attacks.
